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A  RECORD 

OF  THE 

DESCENDANTS  OF  ALDEN  SPOONER 

Alden  Spooner,  late  of  Brooklyn,  Long  Island,  was 
a  descendant  of  William  Spooner,  for  some  time  after 
1637  a  resident  of  Plymouth,  Massachusetts.  The 
name  was  an  early  one  in  England.  In  the  fifteenth 
century  and  the  first  years  of  the  sixteenth  century  it 
was  confined  to  Worcestershire,  Essex,  Middlesex,  and 
Yorkshire.  John  Spooner  of  Seething  was  lord  of  a 
manor  in  Norfolk  in  the  reign  of  Henry  IV,  and  died 
lord  in  1514.  In  1616  a  John  Spooner  was  living  in 
Leyden,  and  was  the  head  of  a  family,  and  Ann  S.,  his 
widow,  was  there  in  1630.  In  1637  an  Ann  Spooner 
was  in  Salem,  Massachusetts,  and  it  is  supposed  she 
was  the  Ann  Spooner  of  Leyden,  and  that  the  John  and 
Ann  of  Leyden  were  the  parents  of  William  Spooner 
who  resided  at  Plymouth  in  1637  and  thereafter. 

The  genealogist  of  the  family,  Thomas  Spooner  late 
of  Glendale,  Ohio,  was  unable  to  determine  the  ques- 
tion, or  to  establish  with  any  certainty  the  connection 
between  William  Spooner  of  Plymouth  and  the  family 
of  the  same  name  in  the  old  country.  The  line  must 
therefore  be  considered  as  beginning  with  William 
Spooner,  who  is  believed  to  have  been  in  his  youth  at 

the  time  of  his  location  in  Plymouth,  about  the  date 
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first  above  mentioned.  He  became  a  substantial  and 
respected  citizen  and  about  1660  removed  to  Acushnet, 
in  the  Dartmouth  purchase,  where  he  died  in  March, 
1684.  In  a  personal  narrative  of  the  earlier  years  of 
his  life,  embodying  such  information  as  he  had  in  re- 
lation to  his  ancestry,  Alden  Spooner  states  that  the 
founders  of  the  family  in  this  country  were  three 
brothers  who  came  from  Wales  together  settling  in 
Massachusetts  and  intermarrying  with  the  descendants 
of  the  Pilgrims.  This  statement  was  probably  based 
on  oral  tradition,  and  can  not  be  verified.  The  geneal- 
ogist heretofore  referred  to,  whose  conclusions  were 
the  result  of  an  extended  search  of  the  records,  makes 
no  mention  of  any  brother  of  William  Spooner. 

William  Spooner  was  twice  married.  By  his  first 
wife,  Elizabeth  Partridge,  he  became  the  father  of  one 
son,  John,  the  date  of  whose  birth  is  not  disclosed  by 
the  records  nor  that  of  his  death.  It  is  certain  how- 
ever that  he  was  born  at  Plymouth  prior  to  April  28, 
1648  (that  being  the  date  of  his  mother's  death),  and 
there  is  evidence  that  he  was  living  as  late  as  February 
7,  1734.  This  John  named  his  first-born  John.  The 
second  John  began  his  earthly  career  July  2,  1688, 
and  lived  at  Dartmouth  until  1728,  being  a  man  of 
wealth  and  position.  His  fourth  son,  fifth  child, 
Thomas  Spooner,  born  January  16,  1718,  was  a  house 
carpenter  at  Hardwick,  Massachusetts,  but  spent  his 
later  years  at  New  London,  Connecticut,  departing  this 

life  in  March,  1767. 
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Many  of  the  descendants  of  William  Spooner  were 
prominent  and  influential  citizens  in  Massachusetts 
and  adjoining  colonies  during  the  eighteenth  century, 
and  the  name  occurs  frequently  in  local  histories  and 
other  works  treating  of  the  period  and  locality.  The 
oldest  known  gravestone  of  the  family  marks  the  final 
resting  place  of  the  remains  of  Ebenezer,  youngest 
son  of  William  Spooner,  on  Burial  Hill,  Plymouth.  He 
died  February  5,  1718.  The  site  of  Oak  Grove  Ceme- 
tery, Plymouth,  was  once  "Spooner's  Woods".  (See 
Davis's  "Ancient  Landmarks  of  Plymouth",  p.  263.) 
In  "The  Pilgrim  Republic"  (Goodwin)  repeated  and 
extended  references  are  made  to  Deacon  Ephraim 
Spooner  (1735-1818),  grandson  of  Ebenezer  just  re- 
ferred to,  who  was  for  fifty-two  years  town  clerk  of 
Plymouth.  As  a  lad  six  years  old,  he  witnessed  the 
identification  of  Plymouth  Rock,  by  Elder  Faunce, 
whose  information  was  received  directly  from  the  Pil- 
grim Fathers.  The  rock  was  about  to  be  hidden  by 
the  erection  of  a  new  wharf  covering  the  site,  and  the 
venerable  elder  was,  in  1741,  brought  to  the  place  to  fix 
it  with  certainty  by  those  who  wished  to  perpetuate  its 
memory.  When  the  landing  of  the  Pilgrims  began  to 
be  celebrated,  in  1769,  Deacon  Spooner  was  called  in 
turn  to  testify  to  that  which  he  had  in  boyhood  received 
from  Elder  Faunce.  He  lived  far  enough  into  the  last 
century  to  form  a  connecting  link  between  persons  who 
may  be  now  living  and  one  who  had  been  personally 

acquainted  with  the  original  settlers  at  Plymouth. 
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Dr.  Paul  Spooner  (1746-1789)  was  at  one  time  lieu- 
tenant governor  of  Vermont;  and  Walter  Spooner 
(1720-1803)  was  a  prominent  figure  in  Massachusetts, 
having  been  appointed  chief  justice  of  the  common 
pleas  in  his  county  by  Governor  Hancock  in  1781.  They 
were  first  cousins,  grandsons  of  Samuel,  second  son  of 
William  Spooner.  Among  later  noted  descendants  is 
ex-Senator  John  C.  Spooner  of  Wisconsin  whose  name 
has  been  mentioned  in  connection  with  the  office  of 
President  of  the  United  States.  He  is  a  son  of  Philip 
L.  Spooner,  of  Lawrenceburg,  Indiana,  and  Madison, 
Wisconsin ;  and  a  grandson  of  Charles  Spooner  of  New 
Bedford,  Massachusetts. 

John  Alden,  an  ancestor  of  Alden  Spooner  through 
his  grandmother,  Rebecca  Paddack,  was  the  youngest 
but  became  one  of  the  most  noted  of  the  original  mem- 
bers of  the  Plymouth  colony.  He  was  born  in  England 
in  1599,  died  at  Duxbury,  Massachusetts,  September 
12,  1687.  His  connection  with  the  colony  began  in 
employment  as  a  cooper  at  Southampton,  while  the 
Mayflower  was  there  undergoing  repairs.  David  Alden 
(b.  1646,  d.  1719),  third  son— fourth  child— of  John 
Alden,  married  Mercy  Southworth  and  became  the 
father  of  two  sons  and  a  daughter.  Alice,  daughter  of 
David  Alden,  married  (December  5,  1706)  Judah 
Paddack  of  Yarmouth.  Rebecca,  daughter  of  Judah 
Paddack  and  Alice  Alden  Paddack  (b.  May  12,  1718; 
d.  January,  1812),  became  the  wife  of  Thomas  Spooner 

of    Hardwick    and    New    London.      Judah    Paddack 
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Spooner  (b.  November  5,  1748;  d.  1807)  was  a  son  of 
Thomas  and  Rebecca.  Rear  Admiral  James  Alden, 
who  served  in  the  United  States  navy  from  1818  to 
1873,  was  then  retired,  and  who  died  at  San  Fran- 
cisco February  6,  1877,  was  a  descendant  of  David 
Alden. 

Rebecca,  oldest  daughter  of  Thomas  Spooner,  became 
the  wife  of  Timothy  Green,  one  of  a  long  line  of  noted 
printers  in  the  New  England  colonies.  Judah  P. 
Spooner  served  an  apprenticeship  in  the  office  of  his 
brother-in-law  Green,  at  New  London,  and  on  Septem- 
ber 10,  1770,  married  Deborah,  daughter  of  Nathan 
Douglas  of  New  London,  whose  name  points  to  Scotch 
descent.  About  this  time  or  soon  after  (with  the  as- 
sistance of  Mr.  Green)  he  engaged  in  the  printing  bus- 
iness at  Norwich,  Connecticut.  At  the  outbreak  of  the 
Revolutionary  War,  according  to  family  tradition,  he 
joined  the  patriot  army  and  took  part  in  the  battle  of 
Bunker  Hill.  His  name  does  not  appear  in  the  rolls  of 
the  Connecticut  men  who  took  part  in  that  battle,  but 
the  tradition  is  not  discredited  by  this  fact  as  it  is 
known  that  some  of  the  rolls  were  lost.  It  is  shown 
in  the  Connecticut  Historical  Society  Collections  (Vol. 
VIII)  that  he  served  on  the  Oliver  Cromwell,  a  vessel 
fitted  out  to  aid  the  cause  of  the  United  Colonies, 
in  the  spring  and  summer  of  1776.  She  was  a  fri- 
gate of  200  tons  burden  built  at  Saybrook,  and  the 
largest  vessel  which  up  to  that  time  had  crossed  the 

Saybrook  bar.     In  the  rolls  of  her  crew  in  1777  the 
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name  of  Judah  P.  Spooner  appears  three  times,  twice 
as  seaman  and  once  as  clerk.  During  the  term  of  his 
service  here  shown  this  vessel  cruised  northward  of 
the  Azores  in  the  path  of  homeward  bound  West  In- 
diamen,  where  she  captured  and  sent  in  to  Massachus- 
etts the  brigantine  Honor  and  the  packet  Weymouth. 
At  some  later  period  and  in  other  service,  it  is  believed, 
he  was  taken  prisoner,  and  after  a  term  on  the  Jersey 
prison  ship  at  Brooklyn  rejoined  his  family  broken  in 
health  and  burdened  with  habits  which  in  great  part 
laid  waste  the  remainder  of  his  life.  The  name  of 
Judah  P.  Spooner  also  appears  in  the  Revolutionary 
annals  of  Vermont,  but  his  services  in  the  instances 
there  referred  to  were  insignificant. 

Shortly  after  the  close  of  the  war,  with  the  renewed 
assistance  of  his  brother-in-law  Green,  and  in  associa- 
tion with  a  younger  brother,  Alden  Spooner,  Judah  P. 
established  a  newspaper  at  Dresden  (afterward  Han- 
over), New  Hampshire.  Later  the  paper  was  removed 
to  Westminster,  Vermont,  becoming  the  first  in  the 
then  newly  organized  state.  Judah  P.  Spooner  died  at 
the  house  of  his  eldest  daughter,  Mrs.  Miller,  in  Rut- 
land, Vermont,  February  11,  1807.  His  widow  sur- 
vived him  a  number  of  years,  and  died  at  Brooklyn. 
New  York,  March  25,  1823.  The  press  which  was  used 
by  Judah  P.  and  Alden  Spooner  at  Dresden  and  West- 
minster is  believed  to  have  been  the  first  printing  press 
brought  to  North  America  north  of  Mexico,  and  it  is 
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now  preserved  in  the  rooms  of  the  Vermont  Historical 
Society  at  Montpelier,  Vermont. 

At  Westminster,  Vermont,  January  23,  1783,  Alden 
Spooner,  the  subject  of  this  narrative,  was  born,  the 
only  son  in  a  family  of  seven  children.  In  printing 
offices  conducted  by  his  father  and  his  uncle  for  whom 
he  was  named  he  began  his  trade,  finishing  his  appren- 
ticeship with  his  cousin  Samuel  Green,  then  in 
business  at  New  London,  Connecticut.  From  1794  to 
1811  he  was  the  publisher  of  the  Suffolk  Gazette  at 
Sag  Harbor  on  the  eastern  end  of  Long  Island,  and  at 
Sag  Harbor,  February  24,  1807,  he  was  married  to  Re- 
becca Jermain  (b.  October  2,  1786).  In  May,  1811, 
he  removed  with  his  immediate  family  to  Brooklyn, 
where  he  purchased  and  became  the  publisher  of  the 
Long  Island  Star,  the  oldest  paper  on  Long  Island.  He 
was  locally  prominent  and  influential  in  politics  and 
in  public  affairs  generally,  and  was  on  terms  of  close 
association  and  personal  friendliness  with  men  promi- 
nent in  the  state  and  nation.  He  was  never  a  candi- 
date for  any  elective  office  but  held  for  a  time  the  place 
of  deputy  collector  of  internal  revenue  under  the  fed- 
eral government.  From  1841  to  1845  he  was  surro- 
gate of  Kings  county,  appointed  originally  by  Governor 
Seward,  and  on  account  of  his  service  in  this  quasi 
judicial  office  he  was  sometimes  called  Judge  Spooner. 
He  interested  himself  considerably  in  military  affairs 
and  rose  through  the  several  ranks  to  that  of  colonel 

of  the  Thirteenth  regiment,  holding  that  honorary  title 
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throughout  his  later  life.  He  engaged  actively  in  the 
introduction  of  grape  culture,  and  published  a  small 
manual  on  the  subject.  For  two  years  about  1820  or 
a  little  earlier  he  edited  a  daily  newspaper,  the  Colum- 
bian, in  New  York  City. 

Mrs.  Spooner  died  November  15,  1824,  and  on  March 
23,  1831,  Alden  Spooner  took  a  second  wife,  Mary  Ann 
Wetmore,  born  in  New  York  City  July  18,  1794.  She 
was  an  educated  and  accomplished  lady,  having  con- 
ducted a  private  school  in  Brooklyn  before  marriage 
and  was  the  author  of  much-admired  poetry.  Alden 
Spooner  was  stricken  with  apoplexy,  without  a  mo- 
ment's warning,  on  November  24,  1848,  and  died  with- 
in a  few  hours.  His  widow  survived  him  nearly  thirty 
years,  concluding  her  life  at  Rochester,  New  York, 
December  17,  1877.  After  the  death  of  Alden  Spooner 
the  Brooklyn  Star  was  continued  until  June  27,  1863, 
by  Edwin  B.  Spooner  &  Son,  and  a  complete  file  of  the 
paper  is  preserved  in  the  library  of  the  Long  Island 
Historical  Society. 

Mrs.  Russell  Sage,  whose  name  has  become  widely 
known  during  the  last  year  or  so  in  connection  with  the 
distribution  of  the  great  estate  left  by  her  husband,  is 
a  daughter  of  one  of  the  sisters  of  the  first  Mrs. 
Spooner  nee  Rebecca  Jermain.
